President Deciares That He W ill Not 


Make the Incorporation Bill an Ad­ 


ministration Measure— Says That It 


Does 
Not 
Rank With Other Bills 


That Were Promised in the Repub­ 


lican Platform. 


Washington, Feb. 8.— The 
federal 
Incorporation 
bill which was 
intro­ 
duced in congress Monday is not to 
be pressed for passage at this session. 
If the bill should be passed President 
Taft has stated 
his willingness to 
stand as its sponsor and to take the 
responsibility for having recommend­ 


ed it. 
Further than this, the president told 
several callers that 
he would 
not 
make the incorporation hill an admin­ 
istration 
measure. 
He declared he 
felt he had no right to do so and that 
it did not rank with the proposed 
amendments to 
the 
interstate com­ 
merce law, the. postal savings hanks 
and tile measures designed for the 
conservation 
of 
natural 
resources. 
These latter were promised 
in the 
party platform upon which the presi­ 
dent was elected. 
President Taft believes that there 
are many things in the incorporation 
bill which w ill commend themselves 
to the legislators as they study the 
measure. 
He w ill not attempt to in­ 
fluence senators or representatives in 
its favor, however. 
The hill now goes 
to the 
judiciary committee of 
con­ 
gress. 
« 


Wall Street Rudely Awakened. 


W all street 
interests, inclined 
at 
first to look upon the idea of a fed­ 
eral charter with the utmost favor, 
were rather rudely awakened when it 
was learned that the president would 
insist there should be included the 
provision 
that 
nothing 
in the act 
should 
he construed 
as exempting 
corporations from the operation of the 
anti trust act. 
A great many corpora­ 
tions, it is said, were looking forward 
to a federal charter as an indication 
that past sins were forgiven, provided 
there were no more transgressions in 
the future. 
Frank I). Vanderlip and George V ’. 
Perkins of New York, who saw the 
president last week, told him that the 
corporate interest was anything but. 
pleased end that few. If any. corpora­ 
tions would take advantage of the act. 
The president, it is understood, re­ 
torted that the act was a voluntary 
one and that the corporations which 
did not i are to come under federal 
control need not do so. 
He thought, iii time, however, that 
the 
sim plicity 
of 
doing 
business 
throughout the country, once the pro­ 
visions of the aet were complied with, 
would appeal to the corporations. 
One of the many objections to the 
bill has arisen from the denial of the 
right of state jurisdiction over the 
corporations, but the officials believe 
that after the law has had a working 
chance ’t may he possible to modify 
its provisions so as to make them less 
objectionable from the states’ right 
point of view. 
The proposed law does not contem­ 
plate supervision of railroad corpora­ 
tions, as they exercise the right of 
eminent domain. 


Three Seriously Hurt in Wreck Near 
Aitkin, Minn. 


Aitkin, Minn., Feb. 8.— Ten persons 
were injured, three seriously, when 
northbound passenger train No. 8 on 
the Northern Pacific was derailed by 
a broken flange on the engine fifteen 
miles east of Aitkin 
The two rear coaches of the train 
were precipitated Into the ditch. 
The injured passengers were taken 
to Duluth.

FIGHT CULMINATES IN RIOT 


WEAKNESS IS UNEXPLAINED 


Stocks Take a Tumble on New York 
Exchange. 


New York, Feb. 8.— Another day of 
extreme and almost unexplained weak­ 
ness was experienced 
on the 
New 
York Stock Exchange. 
Stocks tum­ 
bled steadily throughout the session 
under the pressure of enormous liqui­ 
dation, which was 
accentuated 
by 
lack of support. 
Despite the absence 
of specific rumors of a disquieting na­ 
ture quotations broke through the low 
records of last week, establishing new' 
low levels, not for the year alone, but 
for the period dating as far back as 
the boom of last summer. 
Although not the center of decline. 
as was the case last week. Steel com­ 
mon dropped to 75%, a loss of 4% 
points over the closing price of Sat­ 
urday, OVs points above the price a 
week ago and more than 15 points 
over tho quotations of a month back. 
The selling of Copper shares was 
tremendous. 


TAGS FOR PARTY DRESSES. 


Chicago Storekeepers Want to Prevent 
Return of Goods After Being Used. 
Chicago department stores have de- j 
cided 
to stop the buying of opera 
cloaks and party dresses “ on npprov- j 
a1,” to lie worn once or twice and then 
returned as "unsatisfactory.” 
A gen­ 
eral campaign with tills end in view 
is to lie begun, it was learned recent­ 
ly, following the announcement that 
one department store has adopted a 
patent device intended to reduce these 
abuses. 
The device is a glaring red 
tag about two inches wide and four 
inches long. 
On it is printed in large 
black letters the statement: 
“ This article will not he accepted if 
this ticket is detached.” 
But instead of having the tag tied 
to the article, it is attached in a con­ 
spicuous place by a lead seal sim ilar 
to those used to close mail bags and 
money bags. 
The only way to get 
the tag off is to cut the string. 


Policemen 
Beaten Up by a Mob at 
Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, 
Feb. 
8.— A 
ten-round 
match between Kid Ashe cf Cincinnati 
and Ja c k Morgan of Indianapolis broke 
up in a riot in which 500 men took 
part. 
Two 
policemen 
were 
badly 
beaten and several others were less 
seriously hurt. 
The 
fight was scheduled for ton 
rounds, and after time had been called 
Referee Simcoe announced his decision 
in favor of the Indianapolis pugilist 
The announcement at once created an 
uproar. 
The entire crowd of several 
hundred men rose to its feet and. yell 
ing at the top of their voices, rushed 
toward the ring. 
The fighters and the 
referee made their escape with diffi 
culty and then the fight became gen 
era I. 
Policemen were hurriedly summoned 
to the scene. 
Two rushed into the 
mob and were at once set upon and 
beaten almost into insensibility. 
The­ 
riot was finally quelled after a number 
of persons had been more or less seri­ 
ously hurt. 
No arrests were made. 


Necessity for the Passage at the Pres 


ent Session of Congress of Good 


Laws for the Protection of Natural 


Resources of the Country Is the Key­ 


note of the Report Made to the Na­ 


tional Conservation Association. 


Washington. Feb. 8.— The n- \ salty 
for the passage at the present session 
of congress of good lr vs for the pro­ 
tection of the natural resources of the 
United States is the keynote of a re 
port just made to the National Con 
servation association by Gifford Pin 
chot, the recently chosen president of 
the association. 
Mr. Pinchot takes up 
in what he calls “ a spirit of construe 
tive criticism ” the nine bills relating 
to the 
conservation 
of 
natural re 
sources introduced in congress on Jan 
18 on behalf of the secretary of tin- 
interior. 
Mr. Pinchot calls upon the members 
of the association to put forth strong 
efforts to have enacted into law the 
bill on the withdrawal of public lands, 
which has been reported from the pub 
lie lands committee by Senator Nel­ 
son, after It had been amended as a I 
result in part at least of conferences 
between the committee and officers o; 
the conservation association. 
Of the other eight hills he believes 
that some merely require amendment, 
while others must be recast altogether. 
The coal bill and the phosphate, oil. 
asphaltum and natural gas bills, he re­ 
ports, are-fundamentally sound in prim* 
ciple, but need amendment. 
They wisely separate, he says, tho 
surface of the land from the underly 
ing minerals and provide for the dis-, 
posal of the minerals by lease and not 
by sale. 
But the coal bill, he objects, “ con 
tains 
no 
sufficient 
anti-monopoly 
clause. 
The clause which purposes to 
regulate rates to be charged the pub­ 
lic is so framed that it may be evaded 
with ease.” 


May Reduce Standard of Mining. 


Another clause of the bill, he add?. ( 
“ m ay reduce the standard of mining; 
to the wasteful level of the ‘prevailing 
commerce practice.’ ” 
In regard to the bill for the su rve y 
of railroad land grants he expresses 
the opinion that it will enable tin- rail- j 
roads properly to perfect title to th e ir 
lands, “ but it overlooks the long pend­ 
ing understanding between certain of 
the roads and the forest service for 
the return of railroad lands within tile 
national forests to the United States 
in return for the right to cut in one 
body an amount of timber equal to 
that on the lands returned.” 
This un­ 
derstanding, he says, requires only 
legislation to make it effective. 
Speaking on the water power bill, i 
Mr. Pinchot declared that “ It repeals 
in silence the existing water power 
law and curtails the already ample 
power now exercised, with the approv 
a1 of a former attorney general, by tile : 
department of agriculture.” 
The provision of the bill for th - j 
compensation to the government by 
the companies, he holds is good. 
The worst feature of the bill for tho 
sale of tim ber and tim ber lands, he 
declares, is that it replaces the objec­ 
tionable feature of the timber and 
stone act, which was the inducement 
to speculation in government timber I 
with provisions which promote specu 
lation and retard the development of 
agricultural and mineral lands far be 
yond the act it repeals. 


ONE MILLION ACRES OF LAND 


May Be Thrown Open to Settlement in 


North Dakota. 


Washington, 
Feb 
8.— One 
million 
acres of lands in the F o r t Bertholdt 
Indian reservation in North 
Dakota 
w ill be thrown open to settlement if a 
bill introduced by Representative H an­ 
na becomes a law. 
The bill Is drawn 
with a view to safeguarding the inter 
ests of the Indians, but in doing this 
no hardships are imposed upon pros­ 
pective settlers. 
There w ill be established a demon 
stration farm, covering a section of 
land, in order to promote agriculture 
among the reds. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars is pro 
vided for the construction of buildings 
and purchase of stock. 
Sections 16 and 36. aggregating 4<V 


OOO acres, will be ceded to the state 
for school purposes. Three sections of 
the land, embracing the ruins of old 
Fort 
Bertholdt, 
Indian 
village 
and 
burial ground, w ill be converted into a 
national park. 
The timber on the res 
ervation w ill be reserved for use of In 
dians, while coal will be protected and 
sold later and the proceeds deposited 
in the treasury to the credit of the 
tribe.

Canadians Fear That American Finan­ 


ciers Will Capture the Long Sault 


Rapids in the St. Lawrence River for 


Power Purposes— Government of On­ 


tario to Make a Vigorous Protest ta 


Ottawa. 


Ottawa, Ont., Fob. 8.— Controversies 
over the division of the water power 
at Niagara Falls and the alleged at­ 
tempt of Am erican capitalists to cap­ 
ture Long Sault rapids in the St. Law ­ 
rence river for power purposes have 
brought about a situation here which 
threatens an indefinite delay to the 
ratification of the national waterways 
treaty. 
The 
government of Ontario 
has made, or is preparing to make, a 
vigorous protest to Ottawa against the 
approval of the treaty iu its present 
form. 
The 
chief 
protest 
is 
made 
against tho situation said to be devel­ 
oping at Long Sault rapids in the St 
Lawrence, where a power company 
has been endeavoring for some time to 
securi* a right to build a power dam. 
This protest is explained in part by 
the 
fact that certain 
political 
ele­ 
ments of the province of Ontario are 
anxious to have a provincial govern 
ment take control of the power. News 
papers at Toronto and Ottawa came 
out with sensational stories about an 
attempt of Am erican capital to secure 
this great power and pointing out the 
dangers to Canada which lurked in the 
national waterways treaty. 


Will Take Up Question. 


The Canadian section of the interna­ 
tional 
waterways 
commission 
will 
meet at Toronto and w ill take up the 
Long Sault question. 
The sudden outburst 
against the 
treaty is believed to be particularly to 
force public attention upon the Long 
Sault question at the time when It 
comes before the commission. 
The 
Niagara situation is said to be equally 
serious. 
Ontario interests claim that, 
under the agreement reached between 
the Canadian and Am erican commis­ 
sioners, the division at Niagara Falls 
w ill be on the basis of the flow of wa­ 
ter instead of the basis upon which 
the international line was originally 
determined. 
W hen Canada and the United States 
made the original division at Niagara 
Falls a line was passed on the north 
side of Goat island, giving that land 
to the United States. 
This left near­ 
ly 80 per cent of the flow of the water 
to go over the Canadian falls. 
It is 
now claimed that the Canadian and 
Am erican sections of the international 
waterways commission have made the 
division on a basis of the flow of wa­ 
ter, which would move the boundary 
well over into the Canadian falls and 
give Am erican power companies tho 
right to partially drain those falls.

Nor must he be astonished 
in the w arm spring uights to come it 
his usually sedate neighbor is discov­ 
ered discharging small rom an candies 
into the vines he has sedulously cul­ 
tivated and dra|>e(] over his front ve­ 
randa. 
Ile will only be seeking to 
drive out tin* English sparro w s after a 
method 
suggested 
by th e • biological 
survey and published by the d e p a rt­ 
m ent of ag ricultu re a s a fa rm e rs’ bul­ 
letin. 
Indictment cf the Little Alien. 
it is a new thing to find th e b io 
logical survey the enem y of any bird, 
but th e scientists of the survey wholly 
and unreservedly condem n the English 
sparrow . 
They say th a t in its eco­ 
nomic relations the English sparrow , 
am ong other birds, is com parable to 
the rat am o ng m am m als and call it 
cunning, d estructive and filthy. 
Ned 
D earborn of the biological survey in­ 
dict* tile fecund little alien iii these 
term s: 
“ It d e stro y ; small fruits, buds and 
flowers of cultivated trees, sh ru b s and 
vines. 
In t .3 garden it eats seeds as 
they ripen an d nips off tender young 
vegetables as they ap p e ar above tile 
ground, pens and lettuce being espe­ 
cially subject to attack. 
It dam ages 
w heat and other graius w hen newly 
sowed, ripening and in shocks. 
It re­ 
duces the n um bers of bluebirds, house 
wrens, purple m artins, tree swallows. 
cliff sw allow s and barn sw allow s by 
destroying th e eggs and young ami by 
usurping the nesting places. 
It a t­ 
tacks other fam iliar native birds, as 
the robin, wren, red eyed vireo, c a t­ 
bird and mocking bird, causing them 
to desert parks and shady streets of 
towns. 
Unlike ou r native birds whose 
place it usurps, it has no son. but is 
noisy an d vituperative.” 
Not Protected by Law. 
As an incentive to the th rifty house­ 
holder to destroy the English sp ar 
row s Mr. D earborn urges th at 'their 
flesh "is palatable aud nutritious, and 
in 
city 
re sta u ra n ts they 
are often 
served u n d e r Hie nam e of reedbirils.’ 
E nglish sp a rro w s a re not protected by 
law in the United S tates and may be 
killed by any m eans an y w h ere a t any 
tim e and in any num bers. 
A n u m b er of suggestions a re offered 
for destroying eggs an d nests and for 
trapping, shooting aud poisoning the 
little pests. 
Mr. D earborn suggests 
building one room bird houses or p u t­ 
ting sm all boxes or tin cans in trees 
and then cap tu rin g tile birds a t night 
w ith the aid of a long handled net. 
Ile 
fu rnish es illustrations and 
d ia­ 
gram s show ing how these improvised 
nesting I loxes may be built and put up 
In all w a y s tin* scientists recom mend 
th a t the English sparrow be treated 
as verm in aud assert that, “although 
its exterm ination is im practicable, a 
reduction of its n um bers is feasible 
aud im portant.” 
Hew Michigan Fights Sparrows. 
T h e English sparrow w as introduced 
into the 
I hilted 
States about sixty 
y ears ago aud is now distributed gen­ 
erally over the eastern seaboard and 
southern Can ad* mid locally w estw ard 
to tin* Pacific coast. 
T his rapid dis­ 
sem ination is a result of the bird's 
hardiness, ex traordin ary fecundity, di­ 
versity of food, aggressive disposition 
and alm ost complete im m unity from 
natural enemies through its sagacity 
aud its preference for thickly settled 
com m unities. 
M ichigan has already started a w ar 
of its ow n on the pests, 
It does not 
feed sparrows. 
It pays a bounty for 
their destruction instead. 
As a con­ 
sequence boys and unem ployed men 
are busy these days aud are reaping a 
financial harvest, 
in one day recently 
m ore than 1.000 of tile feathered pests 
w ere delivered by three boys to tile 
city clerk a t Saginaw, who gave in re­ 
turn vouchers entitling the slayers to 
2 cents a bird.
